HONOLULU, April 6.—Court room |

Retail Merchants 
Brought Within 
Scope Debt Act 


Retail merchants are brought 
within the scope of the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act in an amending clause to 
the Act ratified by the legislature 
in its closing hours. The amendment 
will not be brought into effect un- 
til proclamation. 

It is provided that a referee be 
appointed to deal with cases under 
those sections that apply to retail 
merchants. 

There is also provision made for 
the appointment of assistant direct- 
ors who will act as district repre- 
sentatives for the director, 

An amendment to the Judicature | 
Act gives a judge definite powers in 
any action to stay execution of a | 
judgmenm as to conditions of pay- | 
ment or otherwise. Such cases | 
would be heard by the judge in 
whose jurisdiction the judgment was 
first given. 

The Crop Payments Act was 
amended to the extent that the gov- 
ernment could declare that the crop | 
share recoverable by the mortgagee 
or vendor shall be limited to one- 
fourth of the total instead of one- 
third.

HAS RESERVE 
FOR CENTURY 


Ore Subjected to Oxidation 
Warms Air of Workings 
to Discomfort 


Exclusive to Edmonton Rolictin 

MONTREAL, April 6—The Frood 
Mine at Sudbury, one of the largest 
and richest metallic deposite yet put 
to the use of mankind, has sufficient 
ore to last for scores of years, and 
possibly for centuries. The mine is a 
property worth some hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, R. D. Parker, Super- 
intendent of Mines for International 
Nickel, told the annual mecting of 
the Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgy here today. 

The astoundingly rich ore in the 
lower levels of the mine is subject to 
oxidation when exposed to the air and, 


in extreme cases, will actually take 
fire by spontancous combustion, There 
is also a great deal of timber required 
in the mining of this rich ore, which 
adds to the risk of fire. This action 
of the air on the ore generates a great 
deal of heat even in normal circuin- 
stances, which tends to raise the tem- 
perature of the air above the point 
of comfort. 

A ventilation system has been 
planned with the greatest care and a 
great deal of expense has been saveci 
by designing the ordinary mine open- 
ings with this additional end in view. 

Particularly interesting are the 
refuge chambers, two in each level of 
the mine, which will accommodate all 
the employed men on each level ti: 
case of fire or other such accifeni 
These chambers, cut in virgin rock 
are supplied with air-tight steel doors.

He is the professor of the 
faculty of science at the University 
of Lyone, France, but if you have an 
idea that he is a bewhiskered old 
gentleman who forgets everything 
else while he ponders over the mys- 
terious mathematical relations be- 
tween the symbols “X” and “Y’— 
forget it! 

For the professor is a very alert 
and moddern young gentleman, in- 
deed, dressed in the height of fashion, 
and concerned with concrete problems 
of science instead of wondering | 
whether there are vitamines in the} 
vegetables in the moon, if any. | 

The professor speaks some English, 
but was helped out by M’sieur Paul 
Jenvrin, French consul for Edmon- 
ton, who caught the cross-fire from 
two reporters and the professor.

SOME MAIL PLANES STILL FLY 

While the western air mail service has 
been cancelled, it is interesting to note 
that mail planes are still flying between 
Toronto and Detroit, between Montreal 
and Albany, N.Y., and between Winnipeg 
and Pembina, and thence to St. Paul. 

That is to say, while the service that 
facilitated business between eastern and 
western Canadian points has been killed, 
the services which facilitate business be- 
tween Canadian points and United States 
centres are stil. functioning. 

A year ago last June we heard some- 
thing from a hundred political platforms 
in Canada about the suicidal folly of 
encouraging trade between Canada and 
the United States in preference to encour- 
aging trade between eastern and western 
Caneda. 

What has happened in the meantime 
that makes it economically sound and 
patriotic to spend money providing air 
mail service from Canadian centres to 
points in the United States while refusing 
to spend money to maintain closer busi- 
ness relationships between the eastern and 
western provinces of Canada? 


“DIRECT” RELIEF ONLY 

Whether municipal relief works are to 
be carried on this year with help from 
the Provincial and Dominion Governments 
will net be known until the Ottawa con- 
ference is over. That is the substance of 
a sietement by Premier Brownlee in the 
legis’ature. 

For the time therefore municipalities 

are restricted to giving relief by the 
“direct” method. Should any of them 
launch a relief work scheme the local tax- 
payers might in the event have to fout the 
whole bill. Which means that no schemes 
of that kind will be launched. unless and 
until contributions from the Governments 
are definitely assured. The municipalities 
cannot carry on relief works “on their 
own.” 
But it does not follow that direct relief 
must be given with no return whatever to 
the municipality or its taxpayers. Meal 
tickets and grocery orders can be paid 
for by the doing of useful work; and there 
is no conceivable reason why the Govern- 
ments should object if that were required, 
so long as the cost to them remained the 
same. Ottawa could hardly find fault if 
Edmonton got a few streets and sidewalks 
repaired in return for “direct relief.

TURNER VALLEY 

It is unfortunate that the oil companies 
interested in Turner Valley were unable 
to come to a unanimously satisfactory ar- 
rangement for the pooling and adminis- 
tration of their interests. That at least 
was not for lack of attempts to bring 
them together. The resources of diplomacy 
appear to have been exhausted in a vain 
effort to strike a bargain that would be 
acceptable to all. 

That being the case, nothing remained 
but to put through compulsory legislation 
and set up an administrative commission; 
which will study both the field and the 
positions of the companies, in an effort to 
work out a scheme that will check the 
waste of gas while doing what can be done 
to protect the investing interests involved. 

The root of the matter is that the pro- 
vince of Alberta cannot afford to allow the 
unrestricted waste of gas to go on. But 
neither can it afford to deal harshly or un- 
justly with investors who in good faith 
spent their money to bore wells and re- 
cover gasoline from the wet gas.

Hence also the need for hand- 
ling the problem in a way that will leave 
none with ground for complaint 


A FINANCIAL RIGHT-ABOUT 


The outstanding event in the record of 
the sessiqgn of the legislature is the an- 
nouncement by the Government of a com- 

reversal of financial policy, with a 
scaling down of expenditure and a sharp 
increase in taxation following as matters 
of course. 

A year ago the Ministers undertook to 
resist the influence of the depression by 
maintaining expenditure at the normal 
level and by refraining from imporing 


new levies on the taxpayers. The results 
were helpful and substantial. Employment 
was thereby made more plentiful than it 
would otherwise have been, something was 
done to maintain the purchasing power of 
the public, and business conditions were 
better in proportion. 

But the results upon the Government's 
finances were startling, despite the cer- 
tainty that a deficit must be the outcome. 
At the end of the year the books showed 
a balance of $4,000,000 on the wrong side. 
Under the pressure of these circumstances, 
and perhaps also under warning from the 
Dominion and the banks, the policy of re- 
sistance was abandoned and the course set 
in precisely the opposite direction. It was 
announced that the budget for the coming 
year must be balanced at all costs. 

There followed the slashing of expendi- 
ture to the amount of $1,600,000, and the 
increasing of taxation to make up the re- 
maining shortage—a provincial income tax 
being a novel, and the most notable, item 
in the list of increases. It is calculated 
that the revenue thus collectable will meet 
the reduced outlay and bring the accounts 
to a balance twelve months hence. 

The effect of this drastic change in 
policy upon general conditions will of 
course be adverse. That is inevitable. The 
Goternment will be doing less this year 
than last to maintain employment and 
business at the normal, and drawing more 
money away from business for expendi- 
ture mainly in non-productive uses. But it 
has to be recognized that the change was 
also inevitable. That only a half dozen 
speeches were made in the debate is con- 
clusive proof that the legislature did not 
know how else the situation could be met. 

Already loaded with a debt of $133,- 
000,000, most of it incurred when times 
were relatively good, the province could 
not continue indefinitely to spend far in 
por of income without ruining its 
credit.

Bill of Income Tax 
Takes Third Reading 


In Provincial House 


ee 


Final Approval Given by 
Legislature on Tuesday 
Night 


Mm the face of strenuous Liberal 
Opposition, led by W. RB. Howson, 
Liberal, Edmonton, the new provin- 
¢ial Income Tax Act was finally 
piloted through the legislature by 
Premier J. E. Brownlee on Tuesday 
night and was given third reading 
by the house. The bill went through 
without amendment. 

The Liberals, who had battled the 
Measure throughout its course, made a 
last mighty effort to stave it off when 
the motion to give third reading was 
moved by the Premier. Third reading 
was given by a vote of 38-23 with the 
U.F.A. supported by Fred J. White, 
Labor leader, against the rest. 

Mr. Howson rose and moved that 
the whole bill be not read a third 
time, but that instead, it be referred 
back to the committee of the whole 
assembly with instructions to amend it 
by eliminating all provisions in re- 
spect to incomes earned in. 1931. 

He further wanted it amended by 
eliminating all provisions referring to 
the imposition of a base tax of $3 
on all payments or in the alternative, 
if the base tax was to be imposed, that 
it be graduated by making it a small 
amount on small incomes and increas- 
ing as the income increased. 


FIRES ANOTHER GUN 

Mr. Howson added one more gun 
whne he also moved that the commit- | 
tee exempt incomes of single men up | 
to $1,000 and married men up to 
$2,000, 

The effort was rejected by the 
house on a verbal vote, no division be- 
ing called. 

Earlier in the day, when the meas- 
ure was in committee, Mr. Howson 
again led a foray against its provis- 
ions by moving that there be included 
among the exemptions enumerated in 
Section 7, a deduction equalling the 
amount paid in Supplemeatary Rev- 
enue Tax. 

C. Lionel Gibbs, Edmonton, suggest- 
ed that the bill as it stood, was in- 
clined toward discouraging people 
from owning their own homes.

Such action would create a preced- 
ent that would force a revision of the 
Supplementary Revenue Tax. 

The Supplementary Revenue Tax, 
in any care, as stated by Mr. Howson, 
would make litile difference to the 
small home owner and in this there 
was inconsistency as between Messrs. 
Howson and Gibbs. The measure 
would affect the larger business con- 
cerns with large blocks.

But Auditor Will Get In-

In an amended resolution passed 
just before prorogation of the legisla- 
ture on Wednesday the house, by a 
vote of 34 to 20 instructed the prov- 
incial auditor to take such action as 


might be necessary to bring the vari- 
ous schedules of the Tory Taxation 
Report up to date and lay them on the 
table at the next session of the house. 

The motion in this form was mov- 
ed by Premier J. E. Brownlee as an 
amendment to one moved by D. M. 
Duggan, Conservative leader, to the 
effect that the government appoint! 
& committee to probe provincial re- 
yenue and expenditure with a view to 
bringing the report up to date, | 

In the vote, the U.F.A. stood for! 
the Premier’s amendment as against 
Liberals, Conservatives, Labor and In- | 
dependents, a solid opposition in favor 
of the original motion. 

Supporting his motion, Mr. Duggan 
said that his resolution should not | 
| have been left until such a late date | 
}as it had been placed on the order 
paper last Saturday. 

He stressed the need for calling a 
commission apart from the govern- 
ment, to survey the financial con- 
ditions of the province, such as had 
been done in British Columbia, and 
contended that the legislature < .ood in | 
the eyes of the people as having failed | 
to solve the problem of finance. 


AWAY FROM POLITICS 

This probe would remove it from 
the realm of politics. If the informa- 
tion he sought was obtained, members 
could come to the next session fresh 
and well informed on the subjects to 
be discussed. It was a most econom- 
ical way of obtaining the information. 

The premier was not desirous of 
taking a position that would leave a

The object of 
the resolution was that the best study 
possible of finances should be mace, 
The whole question of finance and 
taxation required the attention of all 
industries of the province. 

Hon, R. G. Reid, provincial treas- 
urer, contended the question was not; 
one of collating a diversity of opinion 
but of tabulating facts.

My understanding is that Hamil- 
ten, which got the Trials after Van- 
couver was supposed to have had 
them, is willing to contribute one- 
half the raliroad fare of winning 
athletes at sectional mects who at- 
tain eertain standards which I sup- 
pose are to be set ‘up by the various 
Provincial bodies. 

This, on the face of it, is one of 
the, most unfair things that could 
Possibly happen te Westerners. And 
TU tell you the reason. 


An athlete living in Alberta, let 
us say, must not only pay his eating 
and hote] expenses but one-half of 
the total cost of his railroad fare ali 
the way from here to amilton and 
return, while an Easterner is faced 
with only a fractional part of this 
expense—possibly a bare few dollars 
«—to attend the trials. 

This, mind you, in fac of the fact 
that Westerners won over two-thirds 
of Canada’s total points in the 1925 

. Olympic Games—something never 
widely-publicized in what can ‘ve 
termed the effete East. If you care 
for figures, the West, with seven 
members on the team, won 27 
points for Canada, while the East, 
with 22 members, won a scant 11 
points for the Dominion. 


But that is past and may as well 
be forgotten. What interested par- 
ties want to know now i: What 
Prospects has the Canadian com- 
mittee in sight from the different 
provinces? Whether the committee 
has kept in touch with members of 
the 1928 team—the youngest in the 
Games—in order to find out whe- 
ther they will be eligible for this 
year's team? What the Alberta 
Olympic Committee is doing about 
stacing trials and sending athletes 
to the Deminion trials? 


This is information that should 
be made public at all times for the 


benefit of both fans and athletes 
themselves.
